Possible Conclusions

A 
predatory bargain betwcen three 
lawless aggressors to conquer 
three continents and divide the 
spoil inevitably makes the rest ol 
the world their enemy. Not be- 
cuuse we are Capjtalists, or Con- 
servatives, or Demccrats, or So- 
cialists or Liberal idealists ar even 
Christlans; not beveause cof any 
varticular creed cr prejudice o- 
“idealogy,” but simply because we 
are human beings, We do not want 
to be conquered, robbed of our 
possessions, privileges, liberties, of 
all that we value most among the 
slow achievements of civilisation, 
Besides, the present aggressors 
have not merely shewn the ordin- 
ary and inevitable vices of aggres- 
sive powers. They hive made 3 
religion of  theie aggressiveness. 
They have ransacked history for 
crimes end inhumanities which 
they can quote as precedents, They 
have developed to its logical ex- 
treme the theory of totalitarian 
war, Conquest is the supreme pur- 
pose. War the supreme method. 

It seems to one little better than 
triviality to say that we are fight- 
ing for any of the conflicting-ism3 
or for “New Order” or an Econc- 
mic Revolution or the like, We 
shall have no doubt to create a 
New Order, but we did not go to 
war for any such purpose, Wt 
went to war to save ourselves and 
the rest of the civilised world from 
the triumph of organised crime, 
and we are fighting row for 
everything that man holds sacred. 

But can we in any case save it? 
“One more war In the west,” said 
a recent Prime Minister, ‘and 
the civilisation of ages will fall 
with as great a crash as that of 
Rome." Is that preving true? Or, 
us another Prime Minister is said 
to have commented, do we find 
that “It could stand one ur two, 
anyhow"? Let us try to face this 
problem coldly. The loss of Hfe, 
us far as numbers go, is easily re- 
paired, Within quite a few years 
after the last war, which was fol- 
lowed by a still more destructive 
pestilence, the population of the 
world was higher than in 1914. 
In quality the case is not so plain: 
te sume extent war picks out in 
each country the brave and the 
strong, This war is picking out 
the most civilised races.

losses will be gigantic but, again, 
can be easily repaired oA] war 
after all caa only destrey the hare 
vest of one year. Flocks and herds 
replenish themselves, As for eapi-

to some reasonably public-spirit- 
ed ‘plan, without. nationalistic: 
muladjustments, it could in very. 
few years make the weulth of the; 
human race far greater than it' 
has ever been, Nevertheless, the: 
period of disorder and impoverish+: 
fment which is sure to intervene 
will bring great dangers. It may 
lead to ruinous revolutions, It! 
may, even without that, produce. 
an equally deadly result; the des< 
truction of the cultured Middle 
Class, on whom) so much of the 
moral und intellectual guidance of 
a nation depends, It is the ruin of 
that class in Germany which made 
the brutalities of the Nizis pos- 
sible, 


Again, the prospect of economic 
recovery depends absolutely on 
the wisdom of economic policy in 
nations which have not been re- 
muarkable for it of late, especial- 
ly Great Britain, the Deminions, 
ard the United Stites. Every 
Cconuomist knows that, to avoid 
ruin, they must Jearn both to plaa 
and to cooperate, with some de- 
gree of unselfish public spirit. 
The war will drive the lesson 
home, but may at the same time: 
exasperate passk.ns which will 
piaralyse all reason, The Kconoimic 
Committee of the League of Nas 
tions is, I believe, studying the 
problem of planning on a world: 
scale in the interest of the whole, 
That is the only true way, if we 
have the wisdom to follow it. 

Of the morol salvage it is dim- 


‘cult to speak, partly because of - 


the diametrically oppusite views 
so publicly and confidently ox- 
pressed by writers of different 
sthools. Most thoughtful people 
regard war as, In itself, a mon- 
Strous crime, and as leading tu all 
sorts of moral disorder, Yet the 
average man in his” romantic: 
moods speaks of it as a school of 
heroism, of brotherhood, of self. 
sacrifice for an ideal, Similarly the 
one set of critics emphasise the 
miseries caused by war; the other 
points out the high spirits of the . 
men in khaki, and note how often 
some fierce and mcrtal combat in 
the clouds is described by the vic. 


tor as “the happiest moment in 
my life.” 

We can all of us understand, 
and even sympathise with, both 
of these sentiments. The truth is 
that war is a reversion to the pri- 
mluve, Its hervisin, its self-sacri- 
fice, as well as its ferocities and 
terrors, are all well within the 
range of primitive man; one might 
wmost say within that of the 
higher gregarious carnivora, A 
Ugress will die for her young, 
Consequently it brings with it 
that thrill of release, of escap? 
from the thin weary plodding 
Ways of reason itte the wide un- 
tronimetled rush of simple emo- 
tion, which naturally belongs to 
the primitive, This is what makes 
it so intinitely dangerous, 

When the period of 
sttuin is over one wonders how 
much will remain of the high 
spirit of daring and sacrifice; how 
widely it may be followed by ex- 
haustion, selfish weariness, and 
the callousness which is bred by 
familiarity with cruel and evil 
things. How far shail we find that 
the standard has permanently. 
‘fallen, not only in tuings. intellec+ 
tual but in the prosaic virtues of 
self-control, inoderution, honesty,

MAY TEST 
ARMS FOR 
BRITAIN 


Hundreds of the British Army's 
experts would be relieved for duty 
in England, authorities predicted 
if the ‘United States takes over the 
work of testing the munitions leas- 
ced or lent to embattled ‘‘democra~ 
cies.” 

They said the proposal, part of 
the Administration lease~Jend 
bill, would: make the War Depart- 
ment's vast proving ground = at 
Aberdeen, Md, and another pro- 
jected one near Madison, Ind., 
available for testing guns, tanks 
and other weapons consigned to the 
British. 

There was some speculation that 
the provision, if passed by Con- 
gress, would result in Great Brit- 
ain abandoming the idea of es- 
tablishing a proving ground of her 
own in this country. In any event, 
officials sald, it} would relieve the 
British of the necessity of sending 
men to supervise the tests, 


DEEP SHELTERS--IF 
ROGK IS. RIGHT 


Highly-skilled technical advice 
is to be placed at the disposal of 
local authorities who plan deep 
tunnel shelters in suitable rock. 

Mr. Herbert Morrison, Minister 
of Home Security, stated this in 
anncuncing the issue of a circular 
on deev shelters. 

Deep tunnel shelters, says the 
circular, should be confined to 
areas where shelters are likely to 
be regularly used for sleeping, and 
to places where the strata are fa- 
vourable. For instance, the rock 
should be.a sound limestone, sand- 
stone or chalk, and.it should: out- 
crop fairly steeply. 

Mr, Morrison added: ‘In London 
plans for tunnels from: the tubes 
are in hand, and there is no need 
for London local authorities to 
take further action.”

“During the past 3 years, the 
population of this Colony has been 
increased enormously, some say, 
by nearly one million, With this 
sudden and abnormal increase in 
the population, the responsibility 


jof keeping peace and good order 


in the Colony falls very heavily 
upon the shoulders of the Re- 
gular Police. Although the strength 
of the Reserve Force has increased 
considerably since its inception, 
the present number is not consi- 
dered to be sufficient to cope with 
any emergency which may arise 
under present conditions, A fur- 
ther increase of another five hun- 
dred men is deemed necessary, and 
the Government has now authoris- 
ed this increase, and directed that 
such inercase should be made 
mainly in the Chinese Company. 

“As the Honorary Commissioner 
of the Chinese Company, 1 con- 
sider it my bounden duty to see to 
it that this order be — carri- 
ed out. and carried out quickly. 
as every man who is enrolled in 
the Foree must undergo various 
courses of training before he can 
be expected to perform his duties 
efficiently. 

“In order to facilitate recruiting 
of new members for the Chinese 
Company, | deem it advisable to 
make known our needs to the pub- 
lic. especially to the Chinese com- 
munity, by way of an appeal, and 
1 have obtained permission to do 
so by broadcasting on the radio 
a few words to arge our young 
Chinese to come forward and join 
the Reserve Force.

Similarly, one who renders 
his services promptly gives his ser- 
vices a double value. Please 
therefore, gentlemen, come quickly 
and join the Police Reserve Force. 
Take your proper places under the 
sun as good citizens and prove 
yourselves true and worthy sons 
bb auiny wherever you may re- 
side,

“T would also like to add my ap- 
peal to heads of all business firms, 
both European and Chinese, Many 
Chinese are employed in your 
firms as clerks. Please encourage 
them to join up and give them 
every facility for training. As 
time is pressing, training must 
commence as soon as they join the 
Force. The present arrangements 
for training start at 4 p.m, and 4 
times a week = subject, of course, 
to changes. Any intelligent man 
can pass all his tests within two 
weeks. After the training is over, 
he mnay be called upon to perform 
active duty by the Hon, Commis- 
sioner of Police. Generally these 
duties do not interfere much with 
office work, except when an emer- 
gency actually oceurs. In that case, 
of course, even office work may 
have to be suspended,

United States Take 
Gloomy Side 


Because of the even greater un- 
certainty of other Kinds of com- 
putaton, the American military 
intelligence has preferred to base 
its estimates of the German force 
on past German production per- 
formance and such current in- 
formation on production as can be 
scratched up. While the British 
think that 2,500 ‘planes a month 
is the outside German output, 
3.500 ‘planes monthly is the total 
accepted here. Using this total, 
and frankly trying to err on the 
side of gloom, our military in- 
telligence has reached the eunclu- 
sion that Germany now has a 
fighting organisation of 18,000 
‘planes, with an equivalent num- 
ber in reserve. The figure of 
36,000 was obtained by adding 
the reserves to the first line planes, 
but reserves, broadly speaking, 
are a sign of military health rather 
than strength, The size of the 
fighting organisation is what 
counts in combat. In any case, 
in view of the consistent accuracy 
of the military intelligence, — its 
figures deserve general acceptance 
until proved wrong, 

So much for the first false im- 
pression. The second, and more 
serious, was created by the guess 
that the German British strongth 
ratio is four to one. In a quea- 
tlon of retative 
necessary to decide 
sort of strength Is being discuss- 
ed. And this, unfortunately, 
waa nat done, 


Advantages Of Germany. 


The layman might suppose. 
when the War Department says 
Germany’s striking ‘strength is 
four times Britain’s, that Britain 
has ‘an air force only a quarter the 
size of Germany's.

tles were. talking. about, They 
achieved their «stréngth ratio by 
estimating ‘the numbers of British 
and German bombing ’planes and 
then correcting the straight statis-.

Possible Conclusions 


Summing up the air situation 
is difficult, since expert testi- 
mony conflicts at almost every 
point. Yet it may be very 
roughly summed up as follows; 
The British believe they are 

much stronger in elation to the 
Germans than they were when 
they repelled the September at- 
tach. Most American experts ad- 
mit they are at jeast somewhat 
stronger, Thus they should logi- 
catly be virtually certain to repel 
the new attack this summer, They 
are not, however, The Germans, 
by building additional bases, have 
prepared to put more of their total 
strength in the air at once. They 
probably bhuve improved weappns, 
such as the new pursuit ship men- 
tioned by the War Depurtment. 

Viarious signs, such as the huge 
Axis purchuses of mercury, essen- 
tial in making chlorine, suggest 
they are preparing to use gas. In 
short, there are too many un- 
certainties about detail to permit 
certainty ubout the outcome,

Inside Germany or out- 
side, no one in the world 
expects truth from Adoif 
Hitler. For eight years he 
has wielded absolute pow- 
er over a people whose 
voice is submerged, as it 
was on Monday at the 
Beer Cellar by the- me- 
chanical clamour of the’ 
Party clique. In all that 
time there is not a single 
precedent to prove that; 


he will either keep a pro-| 
mise or fulfill a threat. Tf! 
there is any guarantee in: 
his record, in fact, it is! 
that the one thing he will: 
not do is the thing he says| 
he will do. For eight years 
he has been the sole and 
uncontradicted spokes- 
man for Germany —- and, 
to-day the word of Ger- 
many is worthless. 


Thus when Hitler pro- 
claims in a loud voice, it: 
is as if he had not spoken. 
When he warns that, 
“every ship that comes. 
within range of our tor-| 
pedoes will be torpedoed,” 
chis warning will have no 
influence on the decisions 
the American Congress 18 


now debating. There is. 
nothing new or startling: 
in this threat: the danger 
that American — ships: 
would be sunk if used 
either to deliver war ma- 
terials or to convoy ship- 
ments to Britain was pre- 
sent in the American 
mind long before the dis- 
cussion of the, lend-lease 
bill. Hitler completely 
misunderstands British 
psychology if he imagines 
that this kind of talk will 
frighten us.

the bomber was about to drop. A hole ten feet long 
and three feet wide was torn in the fuselage, and 
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part of the front turret was blown away, but in spi 
of this damage and the fire which followed the 


bombs were dropped and the aircraft came safely 


back. 


The bomber’s target was the railway yards at 
Cologne and all was ready for the attack when the 


machine was hit. 


“There was a blinding explosion 
from the front,” said the pilot. 


“The perspex of the 


front turrct was blown away, and there was another 


terrific explosion in the 
touched off the flare.

Hundreds of the British Army's 
experts would be relieved for duty 
in England, authorities predicted 
if the United States takes over the 
work of testing the munitions leas- 
ed or lent to embattled “democra- 
cies.” 

They said the proposal, part of 
the Admunistration's lease-lend 
bill, would make the War Depart- 
ment’s vast proving ground at 
Aberdeen, Md.. and another pro- 
jected one near Madison, Ind.,

There was some speculation that 
the provision, if passed by Con-

We do not want 
to be conquered, robbed of our 
possessions, privileges, liberties, of 
all that we value most among the 
slow achievements of civilisation, 
Besides, the present opgiessors 
have not merely shown the ordit- 
ary and inevitable vices of aggres- 
hive powers, They have made 4 
religion of  theiv aggressiveness. 
They have ransacked history for 
crimes und inhumanities which 
they ean quote as precedents, They 
have developed to its logical ex- 
treme the theory of totalitarian 
war, Conquest is the supreme pur- 
pose, War the supreme method.

Letous try to face this 
problem coldly. The loss of life, 
ws far as numbers gy, is easily re- 
paired, Within quite a few years 
after the last war, which was fol- 
lowed by a still more destructive 
pestilence, the population of the 
world was highey than in 1914 
In quality the case is not so plain 
te some extent war picks out in 
each country. the brave and the 
strong, This war is ricking out 
the most civilised races. 

Phe economic and financial 
losses will be gigantic but, again. 
can be easily repaired, A war 
after all cua only destroy the her- 
vest of once year. locks and herds 
replenish themselves. As for capi- 
tal goods, the manufacturing pow- 
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er of the world has long been 
greater than it can use; if we 
could imagine it used acccrding 
to sume reasonably public-spirit- 
ed plan, without nationalistic 
maladjustments, it could in very 
few years make the wealth of the 
human race far greater than it 
has ever keen, Nevertheless, the 
period of disorder and impoverish- 
ment which is sure to intervene 
will bring great dangers. It may >: 
lead to ruinous revolutions, 
may, even without that, produce 
an equally deadly result, the des- 
truction of the cultured Middle 
Class, on whom) so much of the 
moral und intellectual guidance of 
a nation depends, It is the ruin of 
that class ii Germany which made 
the brutalilics of the Nuzis pos- 
sible, 

Again, the prospect of economic 
recovery depends absolutely on 
the wisdom of economic policy in 
nations which have net been re- 
Markable for it of late, espoctal- 
ly Great Britain, the Deminiony, 
and the United States, Every 
Ccononmist Knows that, to avotd 
ruin, they must learn both to plan 
and to cooperate, with some de- 
gree of unselfish public spirit. 
The war will drive the lesson 
home, but may at the same time 
exasperate passicns which will 
paralyse.all reason. The Economic 
Committee of the League of Na- 
tions is, ~£ believe, studying the 
prublem of planning on uo world 
scale in the interest of the whole. 
‘That is the only true wey, if we 


have the wisdom to follew it. 


Of the moral salvage it is diM- 


cult to speak, party because of

We can all of us understand, 
and even sympathise with, both 
o1 these sentiments.

‘trade figures for China in 1940 
are at first sight amazing, even 
allowing for inflated war-time 
‘ prices of goods and for exchange 
depreciation. But for many rea- 
sons, some of which were inen- 
tioned here last year, it is almost 
impossible to make a reliable es- 
timate of the real value of China's 
trade in terms of gold or sterling 
currencjes.. Smuggling, exchange

For example, not only in value 
but also in quantities the imports 
to that port of rice, cotton, coal, 
tobacco, sugar, flour and artificial 
silk in 1940 were all higher than 
{n 1936, the last normal year, In 
that year cotton, cereals, tobacco 
and coal accounted for only 13% 
of import values, In 1940 _ they 
accounted for over 51%. Mean- 
while the export position is cloud- 
ed over by monopolies, controls 
and extraneous influences — which 
naturally have a serious effect on 
the balance of trade and on cur- 
rency exchange. 

In view of their bearing on ¢x- 
change and trade balances, 4 
should here mention =the varlous 
credits and loans which = China 
has received during the year from 
foreign sources. Detailed parti- 
culars have not been made public, 
but you must be aware that such 
loans were made chiefly for poll- 
tical reasons. 

The published announcemen. 
dealing with the most recent of 
the United States foans showed 
that the donors were desirous 
that “arrangements for purposes 
of monetary protection and 
manggement” (the words ac- 
tually used) should be compict- 
ed, 

That is satisfactory so far as It 
goes but that is all the informa- 
tion which is at present available. 


Shanghai Exchange 


The Shanghai Foreign Exchange 
Market in 1940 fluctuated between 
a high mark of 4.29/32 pence and 
8.11/16 U.S. cents, which — polnts 
were touched in January, and 8 
low mark of 3 penée and 4.31/32 
U.S, cents in May. The yeur 
ended with rates about 3.1/2 pence 
and 5.1/2 U.S, cents. The Sta- 
bilisation Fund continued to car- 
ry out its stabilising operations as 
necessary and, considering — that 
the proceeds of exports are being 
largely monopolised both by the 
authorities in) the occupied and 
unoccupied parts of China, it Is 
remarkable that the value of the 
Chinese currency hag been main-~ 
tained with so little dificulty. 

The establishment of the new 
Central Reserve Bank in Nanking 
on January 6, 1941 and in Shang~ 
hai on January 20th had little 
serious effect on the Shanghai Ex- 
change Market, but it cannot be 
gainsaid that the establishment of 
this Bank, coupled with the exist- 
ing currency situation in North 
China, has ‘made for uneasiness 
since it is feared that further 
m@asures may follow. All the 
leading banking interests in the 
Far Eust lay stress on the import- 
ance of the continuation of the 
existing free market at Shanghai. 
Any rash action, precipitating its 
clesure or tending to Its restric- 
tion, whether from Chungking or 
Nanking, might result in unfor- 
tunate reactions not only in 
Shanghai itselg but also in China 
generally, 


Customs Revenue 


The record Revenue collection 
of the Chinese Maritime Customs 
has been welcomed periiaps too 
effusively by those who have’ not 
studied. the situation sufficiently 
-cerefully, Although a record in 
terms of Chinese dollars, the figure 
of 475 millions represents 
about seven & three quarter mil- 
‘lion pounds as the average rate of 
the. year, whereas the previous 
year’s collection of 331 millions 
was cquivalent to about eight. & 
a quater million pounds, and the 
average value in Sterling over the 
ten years prior to the Sino-Japan- 
ese conflict was no less than 19 
million ‘pounds. . : 
Moreover, awing-to. the contin~_ 
uance’of the Sino-Japanese con- 
filet, the position of the jorclee 
louns has in no way. improved in 
the past year.

Japanese Account 


Various unofficial statements 
have been made by members of 
the Nanking regime to the effect 
that a portion of the Customs 
funds depusited in the Yokohama 
Specie Bank in occupied ports 
has similarly been earmarked for 
foreign loan paymerts, but so far 
as we are aware such statements 
have never been confirmed, Last 
year your Chairnfin estiniated 
that $380 million lay in the Yoko- 
hama Specie Bank on -Customs 
account, 

By now that figure must nave 
been doubled, but if and when 
the dollar quotas are released 
to the Chinese Government by 
the Yokohama Specte Bank, 
there will etill remain the ¢x- 
change problem, that is to say. 
the problem of how to obtain 
the requisite amount of foreign 
currencies, 

There has, however, been no re- 
pudiatien of the pre-conflict for- 
eign issues, neither by the Chin- 
ese Government nor by the au- 
thurities controlling the Customs 
funds in the occupied areas, and 
the problem of exchange may not 
be so diflecult for China ves for 
other countries when the world 
gets back to normal. 

One beacon of hope to bond- 
helders is the continuance of 
the Customs Administration, in 
the form in which it has existed 
for so many years, under the 
able guidance of Sir Frederick 
Maze, the Inspector-General. 
Fortunately it seems to have been 
generally realised that undue in- 
terference with the established 
prince’ ples of the Customs <Ad- 
ministration would result in) un- 
favourable repercussions which 


ages, There is to my mind little 
doubt that Sir Freder'ck Maze 
himself is largely responsible for 
this satisfactory state of affairs, 
and his eminent services will no 
doubt be more clearly recognised 
when the smoke of conflict clears 
uway. 


Salt Monopolies 


The Salt Administration 5, un- 
fortunately, by no means so well 
placed as the Customs Aduninis- 
tration. In the areas it controls 
it has had its task cut out to en- 
sure that adequate supplies of 
Salt are, distributed to the un- 
occupied areas*%of China. ‘Mean- 
while in occupied China little: 
information has been made public: 
as to how Salt Revenues are col- 
lected and employed. It appears, 
however, that Japdanese-controlled 
Salt Companies have monopolies 
in the production and distribution 
of Salt and that Japan is now 
taking large quantities of Salt 
from North China to replace sup- 
plies from elsewhere which have 
been cut off as a result of the 
war. 

Alone of all the Chinese Rail- 
way Loans the Peking-~Mukden 
Railway Loan (known as_ the 
Chinese Imperial Railway 5 per 
cent. Gold Loan of 1899) is still 
up to date with coupon and amor- 
tisation paymehts, and its earnings 
remain excellent. The Manchurian 
authorities have, however. found 
difficulty in obtaining sterling ex- 
change. Some of the Br'tish rail- 
way staff have been paid off but 
their treatment was decidedly nig- 
rardly and caused a good deal of 
dissatisfaction, . 

In West:China progress has been 
made on the Carly stages of. the 
railways running North and West 
of Kunming, but the severance of 
communications w'th Indo-China 
naturally cut off the only. feasible 
route for the supply of heavy 
materials. Some work has ..been 
done on ‘the Hengyang-Kweilin 
Rallway and. also on the We:tern 
e he. Lunghai_ line. The) 
railways under the.control of: Ja~ 

anese companies, namely the 

entral China Railway Company; 
south of the Yangtsze (but :ex-: 
cluding. the. rallwayg centred’. on: 
Hankow) andthe North ‘China 


Railway’ Company, north of the 
Yellow . River, are apparent 

operating with a falr amount o 
regularity. However, the Railway 
bondholders are also unlikely to 
receive consideration until poli- 
tleal conditions become normal, 


Japanese Drive 


In addition to the Japanese- 
Controlled railway companies in 
East and North China, you are of 
course aware that a whole net- 
work of Japanese-operated com- 
panies ate act've in those areas. 
The North China Development 
Company is a_ large controlling 
concern operating 18 subsidiary 
companies (there many be more by 
now). These control Transporta- 
‘tion, Wharves, Cotton Growing, 
Mining, Salt Production, Tele- 
graphs, Power Stations and so on. 
The Central China Development 
Company concerns itself with sim- 
jlar operations in the Yangtsze 
Valley. and in addition with Silk 
production and filatures, River and 
Coastal Steamships, Fish  Mar- 
keting and Real Estate. Many if 
not most of these companies have 
monopoly trading rights; some of 
them make profits but others are 
handicapped by shortage of equip- 
ment and local difficulties. 

I wlll not @laborate the  ob- 
vious effect of these develop- 
ments on foreign firms, You may 
have read an illuminating state- 
ment published a little time ago 
by the Tientsin American Cham- 
ber of Commerce commenting on 
the much quoted phrase of Mr. 
Mitsuoka, “we shut the open door 
nowhere to none.” Other organi. 
sations, both British and Ameri- 
can, have been equally frank, and 
J need do no more” than refer 
you to the last Annual Report of 
the China Association, and to the 
Speech of the Chairman at the 
last annual meeting of the Shang- 
haf British Chamber of Com- 
merce, 


Shanghai’s Troubles 


This is not the occasion to re- 
fer in detail to Shanghai’s Muni- 
cipal and other problems, but I 
feel that you will wish me to 
say how much we sympathise with 
that great city in its embarrass- 
ments and with the Chairman and 
Secretary General of the Shanghai 
Municipal Council who have both 
narrowly escaped the hands of 
assassins during the past vear, 
Restrictions on the movement 
from the interior of rice, that very 
important item in the Chinese 
diet, and of other native produce, 
which were potent factors in caus+ 
ing exchange to fall, have driven 
up the cost of living over 250 
points since January 1940: the 
price of rice increased 120 per 
cent. in the year and over 600 
per cent. since the Sino-Japanese 
conflict commenced in 1937. This 
has naturally led to higher costs 
all round and particularly to de- 
mands for increases of pay and 
so brought financial cmbarrass- 
ment to the Municipal Council. 
The latter’s powers of taxat'on be- 
inz restricted by the Shanghai 
Land Regulations, they have been 
forced to ask authority from rate. 
payers for a considerable increase 
in rates rather than to adopt other 
forms of. taxation or subsidies, _

Fiercest Blow 


The blow was probably the most 
vicious ever landed by Louis. It

The Brown Bomber walked out 
of the ring wethout a drop of per- 
spiration co hun. Tt was the tour- 
teenth time that he had success~ 
fully defended his title. 

Despite the murderous attack of 
Lotas and the quick finish of 
the bout, the crowd of slightly 
mere than 16,000 gave Dorazio a 
grand ovation 

Dorazio showed the greatest 
lasted, tearing 
champion tn such ripe 
roaring fashion that he fought 
Louis to even terms in the open- 


ng round. 


Stopped Cold

ing and tearing in when he was 
stopped cold by the deadly right 
in the second round,

Louis, weighing 20344 pounds, 
was in perfect form and displayed 
great confidence, When he opened 
up in the second round there was 
no doubt than the bout would 
never last fifteen rounds. 

Dorazio, ninth ranking heavy- 
weight, tipped the scales at 193% 
pounds, and attempted to set the 
pace, But his courage proved his 
undoing. He left himself too open 
und Louis, with his perfectly timed 
blows, did not allow the oppor- 
tunity to slip through his fingers. 


Louis Unhurt 


As the challenger threw light- 
hing punches at Louis, the Brown 
Bomber revealed remarkably 
quick slipping. Dorazio followed 
up in the second round, throwing 
a stream of blows at Louis, but 
without hurting Louis. ‘ 

The challenger visibly felt the 
force of the short, hard lefts, for 
he slowed up for a second, And 
before he could recover, Louis un- 
corked his explosive right to the 
chin and Dorazio went down and 
was counted out.
